It being of grear 
Importance to hinder the Enemy from pafling that 
River, a great Council of War was held this Day in 
the Camp at Semlin, in which the Prince refolv'd to 
draw nearer that Place, io Order to oppofe their 
Paffage ; fo that fome Action is very foon expected 
thar Way. , 

The General de Neuperg was this Morning fill 
in the Grand Vizier’s Camp, where we are aflur'd 
the Marquis de Villeneuve is alfo arriv'd, and that 
they are about fertling Preliminaries for a Peace. On 
the zoth the General received Advice that an Ex- 

efs was arriv'’d in the Imperial Army, from that of 
Ruff, wich Letters from General Munich, who } 
advifes not to be too hafty in making a Peace, be- 
caufe be was in a Condition to give a confiderable 
Diverfion, and, in cafe of Need, to march with his 
Army inte the Bannate of Temefwaer.

He added, that withour' chefe | 
two Articles rhe Grand Signior would make no Peace | 
with that Power, but would con'inue the War againft | 
it with Vigor. The Grand Vizier’s Propofals have | 
been examin’d in the Emperot’s Council, where there 
was the lefs Difpofttion to accept them, becaufe of rhe 
News that Prince Lobkowitz who commands in 
Tranfilvania had receiv’d an Exprefs from Genera!
